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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1. Based upon the submitted amendment (1 1-30-2005), the examiner notes that claims 
1,1 1,22,33,37 have been amended. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-39 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in the 
specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which 
it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

As per claims 1-39, the independent claims all currently recite an adaptive filter 
that adapts filter coefficients in order to cancel acoustic and electrical echo in parallel. 
Applicant's specification does not disclose canceling two echo signals in parallel. 
Applicant's specification Figures 7 and 8 disclose a single adaptive filter that models

different echo paths in parallel and combines them into a single signal that is then used to 
cancel echoes in summer 302 (Fig. 7). There is no cancellation being done in parallel. 

4. Claims 1-39 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

As per claims 1-39, the independent claims all currently recite an adaptive filter 
that adapts filter coefficients in order to cancel acoustic and electrical echo in parallel. 
The adaptive filter of applicant's specification (Fig. 8) models three different echo paths 
in parallel with three different sets of coefficients that are independently adapted. It is 
not clear which echo path the claimed coefficients are being adapted to. 

As per claim 1, the claims recites an electrical and acoustical echo and then 
recites that the echo comprises a portion of both a primary and secondary audio signal. It 
is not clear whether the electrical or acoustical echo comprises the potions of the audio 
signals.
